owtfit from San Franoisco merchants, The
geheme was found nosessary In view of the
keen competition among coast eltivs to se-
cure the trade. The car left San Francisvo
a weork ago Ilast Tuesday and will go all
the way through to New York. Incidentally
the Junket is furnishing a royal good time
for those o It and the latter are not spar-
ing In dividing their good things with the
people who visit them on the car.

CAME TO THE BEXPOSITION,

There will be held In San Franclsca from
January 24 to 28 next a golden semi-cen-
tennial celebration of the discovery of gold
in California and folloving this for several
woeeks a mining exposition will be held. This
cxposition will close some time in May. The
suggestion was made and heartily approved
by both exposition directors and San Fran-
clseoans that the entire display should be ra-
moved to this city and planted on the ox-
position grounds, Regarding this  plan
Secretary Carman of the trade committiee
stated that he saw no reason why it should
not be followed out and thus furnish an ex-
collent exhibit for California. He stated
that no provision had been made by the
¢lezislature for any exhibit and that the state
could not expect to get vp a good one by
means of Individual subscriptions. The min-
ing exposition would furnish an excellent
one, Tor it would not only display the mining
lndustry of the Klondike and of Californip,
but also the frult apd other resources of the
Iatter. The plan is heartily favored by the
Californians and they have also practically
agreed to advertise the Transmississippl Ex-
position equally with the Kilondike duriog
the remalnder of thelr junket. Secrctary
Carman ls of the opinton that great good will
regult to both from the eastern trip.

The San Franclscoans will be the guests of
the city today. At 11 o'clock a delegation of
citlzeng, consisting of Mayor Moores, G, W.
Wattles, John 'B. Utt, 1. 8. Clarkson, BE. A.
